Robbed  of  it*  Gold. 

(Tnm  the  New*  Oolamef  of  The  New  York 
World  o/  Jebrtawy  nib) 

Gold  to  the  amount  of  $2,381,000 
waa  withdrawn  yesterday  from  the  Sub- 
Treasury  in  tbis  city,'  presumably  to 
be  used  again  in  mj^ing  payments 
(or  bonds.  This  leaves  the  true 
amount  of  the  gold  reserve  $42,066- 
860. 

Ou  the  other  hani)  there  was  such 
an  inflow  of  gold  that  at  3  PM. 
while  the  SubToeaeury  was  yet 
technically  open  fo*  business,  the  of¬ 
ficials  refused  a  proffer  of  ooin  to  be 
paid  on  bond  account  simply  because 
the  clerks  had  become  so  confused  by 
the  inrush  of  gold  that  they  threw  up 
their  hands  in  despair  and  begged  a 
breathing  spell.  t' 

Early  in  the  day  Assistant  Treas¬ 
urer  Jordan  had  a  lively  tilt  in  the 
corridor  with  the  bead  of  a  bullion 
house  and  practically  ordered  him 
from  |the  Treasury  building.  The 
bullion  man  was  Leopold  Zimmer  - 
mann,  who  has  been  a  heavy  bidder 
for  gold  or  greenbacks  and  has  stood 
ready  to  furn  sh  gold  to  bond  bidders 
who  weie  not  particular  os  to  Ui« 
source  of  their  ooin  supply. 

For  two  weeks  past  not  a  day  Las 
elapsed  without  visits  by  Mr.  Zim- 
mwrotun  to  tbs  Sub-Treasury  with 
greenbacks  for  tbs  withdrawal «•  of 
ooin.*  He  was  strictly  within  the  law, 
but  had  earned  the  dislife  of  the 
Treasury  officials  for  his  methods. 

Yesterday  be  took  over  several  hun¬ 
dred  thousand  dollars  in  paper  and 
demanded  gold.  It  was  piled  on  a 
low  Irnck  and  wheeled  out  to  him  iu 
the  corridor.  Instead  of  taking  it 
away  be  assembled  about  him  several 
buyers’  clerks  and  began  to  patcel 

out  the  stuff.  These  buyers  bad  re- _ _ 

oeived  allotments  of  bonds  and -find  fled  from  our  shores  or  found  lodg- 


With  this  White  made  a  bid  for  some 
of  the  issue,  and  has  secured  $1,000,000 
in  his  own  name,  at  111  Ad,  while  to  his 
wife  waa  awarded  $300,000  at  the 
figure  Hs  had  everything  to  gain  and 
nothing  to  loee,  even  bad  lie  been 
awarded  the  full  $5,080,000,  the  aggre¬ 
gate  of  his  bids.  By  a  bold  stroke  he 
has  made  himself  the  envy  of  hundreds 
of  men  who  are  out  in  the  cold. 

White  has  already  netted  $10,040 
profit  by  selling  $300,000  at  117,  and  he 
is  holding  off  for  $100,000  bonus  on  bis 
bargain,  having  refused  ,  $10,000  less 
than  tliat.  He  says  that  he  expects  to 
realize  $150,000  on  his  foresight,  as  he 
has  no  doubt  that  the  bonds  will  run  up 
to  120  or  more.

(Asa  fitting  comment  from  a  high 
and  patriotic  source  on  tbis  whole 
wretched  business  of  selling  bonds,  read 
the  following  4y  B.  O.  Flower,  editor  of 
The  Arena  for  February): 

Personally  I  do  not  believe  in  the 
issuance  of  lends.  T  L<  lieve  that  the 
administration  m  resorting  to  an  ex¬ 
treme  war  measure  in  a  time  of  pro¬ 
nounced  peace,  iu  a  nation  tbaj  is  pro¬ 
ducing  vast  stores  of  everything  that 
goes  to  make  true  wealth,  commits  a 
crime  of  measureless  proportions ;  but 
the  above  quotations  from  gold  orgaus 
are  exceedingly  ini  err  sting  and  sig¬ 
nificant,  and  I  believe  that  if  (he  Mor¬ 
gan  syndicate  gets  the  bonds,  it  wil] 
do  more  to  arouse  the  thinking  peo¬ 
ple  of  America  than  anything  (hat 
has  occurred  since  the  firing  on  Fort 
Sumter.  The  wbi»-k»y*  ri»  g  sc mdal 
deep  shallow  over  President 
Grant's  administration,  but  it  paled 
into  insignificance  before  the  last 
secret  bond  deal.  No  amount  ot  ex¬ 
planation  ou  the  part  of  subsidized 
dailies  will  be  aide  to  satisfy  the  peo¬ 
ple  if  the  syndicate  succeeds  in  its 
plot  to  further  plunder  the  taxpayers 
and  wealth-producers  of  America. 

Let  it  be  remembered  at  this  mo. 
ment  that  when  the  war  broke  out 
our  treasury  was  empty ;  gold  had 


bought  the  gold  from  Zimmermann 
who,  instead  of  taking  the  gold  to  bis 
office  and  then  sh&riDg  it  oat,  %as 
making  use  of  the  Sub-Treasury  fis  a 
branch  office. 

The  clerks  doing  business  with  Mr. 
Z  i  mineral  an  n  were  anxious  to  get  the 
gold  from  him  and  at  once  turn  it  in¬ 
to  the  Sub  Treasury  on  bond  account, 
in  order  to  secure  the  saving  of  in¬ 
terest  to  those  who  pay  promptly  for 
the  bonds  They  were  scrambling 
for  the  gold  and  taking  it  to  tbA  re¬ 
ceiving  windows,  when  Conrad  N. 
Jordan  came  £from  bis  office  and  or¬ 
dered  that  the  whole  transaction 
cease.  He  directed  Mr.  Zimmer 
rnann  to  take  bis  purchase  sway  at 
ouoe.  There  was  a  sharp  answer  and 
a  sharp  retort,  but  Mr.  Jordan  was 
decided,  and  the  money-changers 
were  driven  from  tbs  official  temple. 

Mr.  Zimmermann  said  afterwards  : 
“I  went  to  tbs  Sub-Treasury  to-day 
aud  put  in  greenbacks  and  withdrew 
$500,000  in  gold  on  them.  In  two 
oases — Wbitehouse  &  Co.,  $56,000, 
and  Mr.  Fairchild,  of  the  Kings 
County  Trust  Company  of  Brooklyn, 

•  $260,000,  for  whom  I  delivered  the 
gold,  no  objection  was  made,  aid  it 
was  again  deposited.  Mr.  Jordan 
objected  to  receiving  the  gold — about 
$300,000 — which  I  wished  to  deliyer 
to  H.  P.  Goldschmidt  &  Co.,  Hussack 
Bros.  &  Herzog,  and  Hoffman  Bros. 
It  is  all  a  ridiculous  thing.  He 
wanted  the  gold  taken  around  tb© 
corner  end  an  extra  charge  to  be  paid 
for  cartage,  and  the  gold  then 
brought  back  and  delivered  into 
another  window.’’ 

Assistant  Treasurer  Jordan  said  : 
“I  simply  objected  to  the  use  of  the 
Government  property  as  a  branch  of¬ 
fice  of  a  bullion  dealer.  For  weeks 
past  Zimmermann  has  come  down 
every  day  aud  takeD  gold  for.  paper. 
He  has  a  right  to  do  so  if  he  wishes 
I  would  not  and  could  not  object  to 
any  one  coming  here  with  greenbacks 
getting  gold  and  paying  for  the  bonds 
with  them.  But  this  was  different 
This  man  is  a  peddler  of  gold.  He 
gels  a  commission.  He  was  not  buy¬ 
ing  bonds.  He  was  selling  gold  and 
using  a  public  building^for  that  pur¬ 
pose.  1  objected  and  will  always  do 
so.” 

During  the  day  the  Sub  Treasury 
officials  credited  np  $8,750,000  to 
bond  account,  with  several  millions 
more  left  uncounted  because  of  thej 
rush.

His  wife  had  some  real  estate 
in  her  name  out  in  Reading,  and  the 
negotiated  a  mortgage  on  it,  enough  t 
secure  the  option  on  a  little  gokl. 


ment  in  the  vaults  of  the  usurers.  We 
were  apparently  powerless  to  wage  a 
successful  warfare,  but  th6  issuance 
0?  the  greenback  not  only  carried  the 
country  over  the  most  expensive  civil 
war  of  modern  times,  but  until  long 
after  the  process  of  •  retiring  the 
greenback^  had  been  commenced  and 
until  silver  had  been  surreptitiously 
demonetized,  the  prosperity  of  the 
wealth  produce**  of  our  country  was 
unparalleled  in  history.  Ever  since 
the  demonetization  of  silver  and  the 
retiring  of  the  greenback*  has  beeu 
brought  about  there  has  been  a  great 
decrease  in  the  value  of  agrarian  pro¬ 
ductions  or  the  staples  of  life,  and 
consequently,  while  a  few  have  great 
ly  fattened  on  usury,  speculation,  the 
Control  of  natural  miaopolu 
through  special  privileges,  the  great 
mass  of  our  population  have  been  one 
by  one  pushed  nearer  and  nearer  to 
the  wall. 

An  exception  to  the  action  of  the 
New  York  City  bankers  is  to  be  noted 
in  the  patriotic  action  of  the  Mercan¬ 
tile  National  Bank,  of  wbieh  Mr.  Wil* 
liam  P.  St.  John  is  president  On 
the  8th  of  January  the  World  pub¬ 
lished  the  following,  which  will  be 
interesting  to  our  readers  as  it  has  a 
true  patriotic  ring : 

The  Mercantile  National  Bank  gave 
the  United  ‘States  Sub-Treasury 
$500,000  in  gold  yesterday  and  took 
greenbacks  in  exchange. 

“The  newspapers  say  that  the  gov¬ 
ernment  needs  gold,”  said  President 
John.  "This  bank  held  $1,500,000 
in  gold.  The  government  is  welcome 

it.  Therefore  we  gave  a  part  to¬ 
day.  We  have  done  the  sa  ue  thing 
iu  the  past  and  said  nothing  about  it. 
Neither  do  we  wish  now  to  assume 
auy  prominent  part  by  reason  of  the 
transaction.  Our  only  desire  was  to 
do  our  part  towards  allaying  any  un¬ 
rest  or  distrust  that  may  be  felt. 

"We  gave  the  treasury  the  gold 
and  were  willing  to  take  any  kind  of 
money  in  return  We  received  green¬ 
backs  It  would  have  made  no  dif¬ 
ference  if  we  had  received  Bilver  car 
citicates  or  silver  coin.  When  the 
uotes  of  tbis  government  are  not  just 

good  as  gold  this  bank  will  go  out 
of  business.” 

The  bankers,  however,  at  the  time 
of  this  writing  are  asserting  that  the 
people  haven’t  the  gold,  and  that  the 
syndicate  will  ultimately  come  in  for 
their  plunder.  This  may  be  the  case, 
but  if  so  it  should  prove  a  revelation 
to  every  thoughtful  voter :  (1'  Show¬ 

ing  flow  the  gold  has  been  cornered 
by  Wall  Street  and  the  usurer  class  : 
(2)  Showing  how  terrible  a  burden  of 
taxation  la  being  forced  upon  the 
wealth- producers  by  the Bank-of- Eng¬ 
land  and  Wall  Street  financial  policy 
which  has  bean  forced  upon  the  na 
tion  by  the  two  ok!  parties  during 
the  past  twenty  years  Remonetize 
Silver  or  Demonetize  Gold  ! 

The  whole  bond  issue,  from  A  to  Z, 
is  an  iufamons  outrage  and  crime 
perpetrated  upon  Americas  wealth-

When  he  was  enraged,  the  power  of 
the  gods  was  on  him.  Iu  the  ltigh 
noon  of  the  war  he  attacked  the 
president  and  demanded  to  know  his 
meaning.  Would  he  or  would  be  not 
abolish  slavery  ?  Was  he  or  was  he 
not  a  friend  to  freedom,  f  Had  the 
loyaL  people  hoped  in  vain  ?  Would 
tbs  administration  never  do  onytLing? 
What  waa  the  war  waged  for  anyhow? 
Did  the  president  himself  know  or 
did  he  not  know  his  own  meBD'ng  ? 
Would  be  plainly  tell  the  nation  what 
were  his  purposes  and  aims  ?  And 
this  is  Lincoln’s  reply  : 

If  there  be  those  who  would  ndt 
save  the  Union  unless  they  could  at 
the  same  time  save  slavery,  I  do  uot 
agree  with  them.  If  there  be  those 
who  would  not  save  the  Union  unless 
they  could  at  the  same  time  destroy 
alavery,  I  do  not  agree  with  them 
My  paramount  object  is  to  save  the 
Union,  and  not  either  to  sa»e  or  des 
troy  slavery.  If  I  oould  save  the 
Union  without  freeing  any  slave,  I 
would  do  it.  If  I  could  save  it  by 
freeing  all  the  slaves,  I  would  do  it, 
and  if  I  oould  do  it  by  Treeing  «ome 
and  leaving  others  alone  I  would  also 
do  that.  What  I  do  about  slavery 
and  the  colored  race  I  do  because  I 
believe  it  helps  to  save  the  Uniou,  and 
what  I  forbear  I  forbear  because  I  do 
not  believe  it  helps  to  save  the  Union. 

I  shall  do  less  whenever  I  shall  be¬ 
lieve  that  what  I  am  doing  hurts  the 
cause,  and  I  8 hall  do  more  whenever 
I  believe  doing  more  will  help  the 
cause.’

"In  a  bouse  tbut  I  was  looking  over 
in  a  town  ap  the  state  one  sight,"  odfl 
tbe  retired  burglar.  "I  came  across 
eomething  that  I  never  struck  but  that 
once  in  all  my  experience,  strange  aa  it 
may  seem,  and  that  was  a  lot  of  wed¬ 
ding  presents,  all  jnst  as  they  were  ar¬ 
ranged  for  display.
